Road Is Told 


History of the Placerville route; 
to Lake Tahoe dates so far back 
into the early period of highway 
building in California that few 
persons realize it was the corner- 
stone upon which the present 
State highway system has been 
‘puilt. This line, according to ‘Ben 
Blow, field secretary of the Na- 
tional Automobile club, was orig- 
inally the “Lake Tahoe Wagon 
Road.” 

In 1895, an act of the California 
Legislature designated it as a 
State road and provided for the 
appointment of a “Lake” Tahoe 
Wagon Road Commissioner” with 
a salary of $300 per year and 
equipped him with $500 expense 
money to be used in “making ser- 
veys, maps, desizns, drawings, 
specifications and estimates; in 
evaminations of titles and righty 
of way, the procuring of deeds, 
conveyances, contracts or fran- 
chises and the preparation of a 
report, 

Thus endowed with funds, the 
Lake Tahoe Wagon-Road commis- 
sioner proceeded to function and
